Reagan, of Albuquerque, N. M., 
looks farther for the cause of the 
glacial epoch than any of the geolo- 
gists who have so far promulgated 
their theories. He believes that 
.the sun has its orbit determined by 
a magnetic center—another, larger 
‘sun—and that in traversing this 
orbit there is a difference in the 


inclination of the earth’s axis, and 


a consequent inclination of the 
axes of the attendant planets. This 
‘inclination at the time when the 
glacial epoch began, according to 
Mr. Reagan, was great enough to. 


bring the arctic and antarctic cir- .
